‘Brunswick Wins Two Vic- 


tories in House Thurs- 
day—Debate on State In- 
come Tax Bill Begins. 


Brunswick ‘won a second victory 
in its fight against the passage of 
a $15,000,000 bond issue for a state- 
owned port terminal .at Savannah 
Thursday afternoon in the house ses- 
halee when that city’s invitation to 
the legislature to inspect the port at 
that place before reaching a decision 
in the port case was accepted bua 
vote of the house. 

The first victory came at the morn- 
ing session when Representative 
Beckham’s resolution providing that 
the house take no action this year 
on a state-owned port was adopted. 
The fight of Brunswick against the 
passage of what Representative Mann, 
of Glynn, characterized as “half-baked 
legislation” in favor of Savannah, was 
the outstanding feature of the Thurs- 
day session taking precedence over the 
income tag fight in general interest 
created. ? 


. — Tax Fight. 
The lonz-expected fight over the 


‘passage of the proposed income tax 
bill began in’ the house Thursday 
morning. Representatives Lankford 
opened the débate in behalf of the 
bill. With each speaker allowed 20 
minutes, it is probable that fina] ac- 
tion on the measure will not be taken 
uatil next week. 

The bill was read foi the third 
time Thursday and copies will be 
printed for information of the mem- 
bers. The bill gives the legislature 
the power to levy am income tax of 
not more than 3 per cent. The legis- 
lature is to be permitted to make 
certain exemptions. A provision re- 
ducing the ad valorem tax rate from 
5 mills to 4 mills is contained in the 
biH. The measure 1s a constitutional 
amendment and would have to be 
ratified by the people at the polls 
before becoming effective. 

Representative Beckham, in speak- 
ing on a resolution introduced by 
Representative Kittrell providing that 
the Brunswick invitation for a visit 
of the legislature to that city be ac- 
cepted for Saturday, declared the res- 
olution was introduced “in a spirit of 
unfairness” to Brunswick, and de- 
clared the house would not be unfair 
or unjust, either to Brunswick or 
Savannah in‘ the state-owned port 
controversy. The amendment offered 
by the Brunswick forces providing 
that the trip be made Saturday and 
Sunday, August 12 and 13, instead of 
the coming Saturday was adopted. 

Unfairness Charged. 

The Kittrell resolution providing 
acceptance of Brunswick's invitation 
at this time was denounced as a move 
on the part of. Savannah forces “to 
embarrass Brunswick.” Representa- 
tive Mann stated the invitation was 
sent in good faith one week ago, and 
that after no action had been taken

APPEARS ASSURED 


With All But 212 Pre- 
cincts Reporting, Sena- 
tor’s Lead Over Long 
Is 6,879. 


SUPPORTERS OF REED 
ASSERT VICTORY WON 


Complete Official. Vote 
May Be Needed Before 
Outcome Is Positively 
Known.

St. Louis, August 3.—Every fac- 
tor that political experts base their 
opinions on indicates tonight that 
Senator James A. Reed has been nom- 


to be their standard bearer in Novem- 
ber to succeed himself. 

With 212 precincts missing out of 
3,848 in the state, Senator Reed was 
leading Breckinridge Long, of St. 
Louis, former third assistant secretary 
of state in the Wilson adminstration, 
by 6,879 votes. The vote in 3,636 
precincts stood: 

\ Reed, 189,321. 

Leng, 182,442. 

In order to overcome this plurality 
in the remaining 212 precincts it will 
be necessary for Mr. Long to lead 
Senator Reed by almost 31 votes in 
each precinct. In the last 100 pre- 
cincts reported from the less densely 
populated parts of the state, the total 
nuinber: of voters to the precinct has 
not equalled 31, 

aa Long Stitt Hopes. 

Sixty of the 212 missing precincts 
fre located in St. Louis county, out- 
side of St. Louis city. In the 16 pre- 
cinets that already have reported from 
St. Louis county, Long™had an aver- 
age lead over Reed of only 3 to 
the precinct. In the remaining pre- 
eincts. from out-state reports show 
that the democratic vote was light. 

Mr. Long indicated tonight that he 
would wait for the official count be- 
fore making a statement, although he 
admitted that matters did not look 
as bright as earlier in the day. Pre- 
cincts reporting today served to reduce 
the senator's lead little by little, un- 
til at one time it was cut to slightly 
more than 6,300. In the last 50 pre- 
cincts fo report, however, Reed’s col- 
umn took a brace. Mr. Long tonight 
told tha Associated Press that he was 
still confident of victory and that he 
believed the official count, which be- 
gins tomorrow, would be favorable to 
him. 

Big “Absent Vote, 

Attention was directed to the fact 
that several thousand national guards- 
men are on strike duty away from 
home, and that this probably would 
increase the absent vote. 

R. R. Brewster, of Kansas City, 
supported by the. regular republicgh 
organization, has won the republican 
nomination for the United States 
senate. With more than three parts 
of the state in, including the complete 
vote from St. Louis, where William 
Sacks polled a big total, Mr. Brew- 
ster was leading by more than 10,000. 
The vote in 2,826 gave Brewster 74, 
695 and Sacks 64,104. 

Mr. Sacks ran on a light wines and 
beer platform. The three progres- 
sive candidates polléd more than 81,- 
000 votes, but it was split among

British Chancellor Re- 
futes Inferences Made 
on Balfour Note—Lloyd 
Georgé Voices Warning. 


FRANCE WOULD TAKE

London, August 3.—Despite the in- 

ferences which have been universally 
drawn from Lord Balfour’s note re- 
garding cancellation of interallied 
debts, Sir Robert Horne, chancellor of 
the exchequer, insisted in commons 
Thursday that England realizes her 
obligations to the United States, and 
intends to pay them. 

Moreover, Sir Robert said, the Brit- 
ish debt funding mission will go to 
America in September as originally 
planned, to discuss the terms of re- 
payment of the war loans. 

But while. giving this word of re 
assurance, which may or may not 
have been prompted by the strong 
| disapproval which Lord Balfour’s note 
has aroused in Washington, the Brit- 
ish fiscal minister emphasized the de- 
sirability of some sort of cancella- 
tion of interallied debts. There is 
no greater impediment to world re- 
covery, than the heavy burden of war 
debts, and cancellation of these ob- 
ligations would give a new impetus 
to the process of world reconstruc- 
tion, he declared. 

Geerge Voices Warning. 
Premier Lloyd George warned 

against forcing Germany too far. 

“The government will not assist! 
any proposalg which would further 
disintegrate Burope,” he declared. 

This significant statement during 
the debate in commons, followed in- 
timations. from Paris that Premier 
Poincare’s plan for coercing Germany 
contemplated seizure of the Ruhr and 
establishment of a virtual buffer state 
out of the German Rhineland prov- 
pouty 
| “There is everything to be lost by 
driving Germany too far.”’ the British 
premier said. “It might divert her 
into a state of despair where she 
would throw herself into the hands 
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tions in either case.” 
Revolt Possible. 

A revolution in a, well-organized 
country like Germany, Lloyd George 
said, would be far more serious than 
the Russian revolution. Germany, if 
treated reasonably, will eventually 
recover from her present condition 
and then it will be possible to assess, 
the premier said. 

“But if you press Germany too hard 
you may get nothing,” he added. 

Coming almost on the eve of the 
allied premier’s conference here Mon- 
day, Lloyd George’s remarks were con- 
sidered significant. 

He emphasized that every reassn- 
able consideration would be given to 
all claims advanced by France, but 
be understood that the allies meet on 
equal terms. 

“For instance, if we propose 
a moratorium, it must not be said 
it is to be granted at our expense,” 
Lloyd George continued, “Whatever 
abatements are made must be made 
all around.”

Chicago, August 3.—E. J. Maniom 
of St. Louis, president of the Railway 
Telegraphers, has sent letters to the 
heads of the twelve railroad unions 
not on strike suggestiig a meeting to 
discuss the growing tendency to in- 
volve their men in the shopmen’s 
strike, it was learned today. 

Mr. Manion’s letter, it was learned, 
pointed out that the members of the 
twelve unions still at work had many 
problems in relation to the strike, 
and suggested the advisability of a 
conference of the twelve grand chiefs, 
including heads of the four big broth- 
erhoods, “to consider strike .develop- 
ments and possible action.” 

A high offical of one union said 
Lee, of the trainmen, and Sheppard, 
of the coductors, were known to be 
opposed to the Manicnu suggestion but 
probably would co-operate if the ma- 
jority of the twelve presidents favor- 
ed it. 

MIGHT BE 
SOMETHING BIGGER. 

St. Lonis, Mo., August 3.—E. J. 
Manion, president of the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers, this afternoon 
told the Associated Press that he pre- 
terred not to make public the letter 


he said sent to presidents of twelve 
railroad unions not on &trike.

Mr. Manfon declared, however, that 
the letters suggested a meeting of the 
organizations to consider the relation 
of the unions not on strike to the 
shopmen’s walkout. He asserted that 
he proposed the meeting primarily to 
discuss reports of dissatisfaction 
amopg railroad workers not on strike 
who, he said, were being requested 
to perform the duties of striking em- 
ployees. 


Declaring that a large numbgr of | 


members of the twelve organizations 
to which he sent the letters are re- 
ported to be “in a bad state of mind,” 
Mr. Manion said that if the proposed 
meeting materialized, “there might be 
something bigger behfnd it than dis- 
cussion of a tendency to involve oth- 
er railroad crafts in the shopmen's 


strike.”’ 

He asserted that he had not yet 
received any replies from the unioy

CLERKS WILLING 
TO JOIN CONFERENCE. 

Concinnati, August 3.—The Broth- 
erhood of Clerks will go along with

NUMBER OF WORKERS .. ' 
IN WEST GIVEN 
BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Chicago, August 3.—Western rail- 
roads with headquarters in Chicago 
added 15,259 shopmen to their forces 
hetween July 25 and August 2, a 
statement issued today by the west- 
ern presidents’ committee on public 
relations of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives said. On July 25, 
aca rding to the statement western 
roads had 44,501 men in their shops 
and on August 2, the number was 
50,760. The daily increase of men 
returning to work or being hired, the 
statement indicated, ranged between 
1,600 and 2,000 men. 

“Despite widespread rumors of a 
settlement of the railway shopmen’s 
strike prior to the action of the exec- 
utives at New York and on a basis 
which would ignore the rights of loy- 
al employees and involve the discharge 
of the new men who have been hired 
to take the place of strikers,” the 
statement said, “all of the roads whose 
headquarters are in Chicago today re- 
ported a steady increase in the num- 
her of men at work in their shops 
during the first two days of August. 
when these rumors were ; being cir- 
culated. 

“The fact that practically all of 
- the western roads have been able to 
meet their traffie demands has result- 
ed in the careful selection of new 
employees, the roads accepting only 
those men who give satisfactory indi- 
cations of becoming permanent and | 
useful employees.” <@*

JAPAN AND CHINA 
PLAN RUSS PACTS 


Oriental Powers Arrang- 
ing to Resume Trade 
. With Soviet Land, To- 
gether With Recognition 


Pekin, China, August 3.—Japan 
and China are arranging treaties for 
the recognition of Russia and the re- 
sumption of Russian trade, it was 
learned on high authority Thursday. 

Rehabilftation of the chaotic fi- 
nances of Russia and China and 
strengthening of Japan’s_ severely 
strained financial fabric, placing the 
leading Asiatic nations on a firm 
financial basis before Europe recove 
ers from her post war financial trou- 
bles, is the main purpose of the pres- 
ent negotiations, 

‘Joffe, representative of the Rus- 
sian soviets, handling negotiations for 
the Moscow government, is now pro- 
ceding to Pekin empowered to trear 
with both nations. 

Two Conferences, 


A Chinese-Russian conference prob- 
ably will be held first at Pekin, to 
be followed by a Russo-Japanese con- 
ference at either Chita, in the Far 
Eastern republic, or at Tokio. 

Shen Chung Hsin, representing Chi- 
na, has left for Moscow, it was un- 
derstood, to-arrange an agenda for 
the Pekin conference. 

Main points in the negotiations i®- 
clude: 

Russia will be- required to with- 
draw from Mongolia. 

Russia will receive greater powers 
in regard to the use and control of 
the Chinese Eastern railway. 

Russia will be permitted to resume 
the trading rights in China she held 
before the soviets gained control of 
the Chinese Eastern railway. 

Russia will be permitted to re- 
sume the trading rights in China she 
held before the soviets gained control 
of her government. 

Japan is reported to have signified 
informally full agreement to these 
proposals, and in addition is expected 
to make these concessions: . 

Withdrawal of trops from Siberia 
or other tetritory claimed by Russia. 

Financial assistance to Russia. 

Japan will receive in return special 
commercial privileges in Russia. 

Along with information regarding 
the proposed agreement with Russia 
came word that consolidation of the 
Moscow and tke Chita government— 
the latter headquarters of the Far 
Eastern republic—is probable.

Asquith in Attack. 


Herbert Asquith, former prime min- 
ister, and leader of the opposition 
liberals, opened the attack after 
Horne had completed his exhaustive 
defense of the British position. 

“I have grave misgivings. as_ to 
whether Lord Balfour’s note was po- 
litie or opportune,” Asquith declared. 
He urged that the German repara- 
tions bill be scaled down to a point 
where Germany would be able to 
pay it. 
The European interallied debts, As- 
quith asserted, should be written off, 
for business and not sentimental rea- 
sons. But the former premier op- 
posed partial or contingent remissions 
because “America knows we are able 
to redeem our debts.” . 
The suggestion, implied in  Ba!- 
four’s note, that the United States 
is under a moral or sentimental ob- 
ligation to remit Great Britain’s debt 
was depreciated by Asquith. The 
British debt to America, he hoped, 
would be kept apart from the Euro- 
pean situation. 

Gives Figures. 
Sir Robert Horne, in opening the 
debate, went into the reparations fig- 
ures and the financial obligations of 
the allied countries at great length.

England’s war debt, he pointed out, 
amounts to per capita—the 
highest in the world.

Eng- 
land’s taxes, therefore, are twice as 
heavy as those in the United States, 
he said, insisting that in the light 
of these figures, it was impossible 
to ask British taxpayers alone to 
assume the burden of the war debts. 
This argument is difficult for the 
opposition to meet, especially as there 
has been much unemployment and the 
British publie is restive under the 
heavy tax schedules. The danger of 
disturbing friendly relations with the 
United States which might conceiv- 
ably arise from the Balfour proposal, 
does, however, give the opposition a 
point to hammer on. 


WASHINGTON COLD 
TO REMISSION IDEA. 
Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, August 3.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.j—Official 
Washington has taxen little stock in 
the British proposal that all inter- 
allied war debts be cancelled and that 
German reparations be matermlly re- 
duced. Evidence .of this attempt was 
manifested today in administration 
circles and by leaders of congress. 

The general position taken by re- 
publicans and democrats of the sen- 
ate was that the situation wes un- 
thinkable from the viewpoint of a 
creditor nation hike the United Siates. 
Legislative officials are confident that 
such a move would be suicidal, and 
thaf any political leader attemyiting 
to advance the policy would be répu- 
diated at the polls. 

This statement which is represerita- 
tive of the general feeling, was made 
by Senator Moses, republican, of New 
Hampshire, who said: 

People Would Object. 

“The American people would not 
stand for such a@ proposition. They 
would repudiate overnight any politi- 
cal party advocating it.” 

Others, including Senators McCum- 
ber, ebairman of the finance commit- 
tee; Watson, Indiana and Simmons, 
ranking democrat of the finance cotm- 
mittee, also took a like view, declar- 
ing the British proposal impossible, 

Because the British proposal was 
not addressed to the United States. no 
reply will be made, but if a rebly 
were sent it would be an unqualified 
rejection. There is no program for the

Wart Prompt Refunding. 

This commission, it is added, has 
been ready to transact business for 
months. Before its organization was 
effected the state department issued 
invitations to foreign nations to send 
commissioners to Washington to take 
up the debt question. Up to this time 
no commissioner from any country 
has arrived and no negotiations have 
been undertaken. 

The.French government has_ sent 
M. Parmentier, a treasu official, 
here armed with data regarding 
France’s financial condition, but M. 
Parmentier is not empowered to do 
more than lay figures’ before the 
American commissioners and to an- 
swer questions regarding French fi- 
nances. 

If foreign governments want to 
show good faith in the matter of their 
indebtedness to the United States, it 
is added, they might send their com: 
missioners to America and refund the 
existing obligations. After that is 
done it might bé in order to discuys 
remission of the debts, but cfficials 
here let it be clearly understood that 
remission would ‘not be considered as 
a possible administration policy until 
the debtor nations have carried 
through the refunding program.

“We wovld like to' know just what 
your position is toward the loyal 
workers who stood by the roads, and 
also who came to your rescue, and 
providing and enabling you to con- 
tinue your trips to and from Wash- 
ington without interruption. 

“It is only fair that these good cit- 
izens who do not feel called upon to 


the right to work, to know just what 


-your feeling is toward them, and they 


are also your constituents.

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HOW TO SAVE 
WHEN SHOPPING

“Is this silk strong enough to give 
good wear?” “Will it pul out at the 
seams?’ Have you ever asked these 
questions before you decided to buy? 
Here are some suggestions that wil: 
help you answer them for yourself: 

You will find that soft-fiinished silks 


will wear far better than stiff ones. 


You can test whether or not a piece of 
silk will strain at the seams by folding 
a sample of the silk and running a 
needle or a pin into it parallel with | 
the fold. Take hold of the edges, open | 
and pull away from the pin. If boles 
appear you may be sure that this silk 
will pull out easily at the seams. 
Crepe de chine and other silks that 


will give you ke®er wear than soft 
silks, but as a rule, these have not a 
soft glowing sheen. Be careful when 
buying black taffeta, because black is 
most likély to be heavily weighted. Re- 
member, too, that taffeta creases very 
easily, and that it is stiff and not so 
graceful nor so long-wearing as a 
soft, more clinging silk. To test a good 
wearing silk be sure that it is closely 
and evenly woven, and that it feels 
soft. Ravel out some of the threads 
and try to break them; if they break 


/easily, you are not likely to get hard 
wear from the silk.
